Dooley’s flashing career begaiT in 
1954, just a year after he earned his 
^I.D.,. and it quickly elevated him to 
' esteem alongside Albert Schweitzer. 
Winston Churchill ^^nd Pope John 
XXlll on the GallupTpon’a 1959 list 
of most-admired living men. - 
-^e turned out three best-selling 
books and traveled 400.000 miles pro- 
moting his work. He raised more thj>n 
Sr.7 millionriDcluding $10,000 'IB a' 
Single appearance on Dave Garro- 
ways “Today** show. 

With the -funds he ‘‘established seven 
hospitals' in four A^an -countries, pro- 
viding medical care for a half-million - 
people. 

“You have accompli^ed so modi 
for -the good of distant peoples and 
have inspired so many.others to work ' 
for humanity ” President Eisenhow^ 
wired Dooley~'Oh~lxis" 34th bii^day.

SAN ANTONIO, July 4 (AP)— Offi- 
cials in the border town of Eagle Pass 
are considering emergency measures 
to shoot stray dogs on sight after the 
death of an 8-year-old- girl who in- 
itial signs of rabiesT 

Mexican authorities across the , Rib 
Grande in Piedras Negras have re- 
portedly killed some 6,000 dogs since 
a d-year-old girl died last memth of the 
rare but nearly always fatal disease. 

Marianita Garza, bitten by a rabid 
dog in Eagle Paa May, <11^ Tues- 
day afternoon at Eanta Rosa Medical I 
_ Center in San Antonio, a week after 
undergoing the painful, 21-shot rabies 
vaccination series. 

“She'war not that sick when khe- 
was brought in. but she wen t downhill - 
rapidly,” said hospital spokesman 
Jack Finger. 

Doctors said they won't know for 
sure whether she was .kilied by rabies 
until autopsy results are available, 
probably Thursday. Bat the federal 
Center for Disease .Control in Atlanta 
reported that one of five tests it con- 
ducted indicated that the chUd's con- 
dition was “consistent ^th rabies in 
its earlier stages,* -Flager said.
